If No Oil, There Are 5 Secu ka: 
Courtesy Is Big Help 


Occasionally, the Upland police department receives let- 
ters of commendation from motorists who have been stopped 
for some alleged law violation. 

In- 
stead they are expressions from southland citizens commend- 
ing Upland on having such capable and courteous policemen. 

While the local officers are very worthy of the commenda- 
tions, purpose of this editorial expression is to emphasize the 
importance of courtesy. Human relations sometimes occur 
under trying circumstances and when policemen can arrest 
a person and do it so nicely the victim is moved te write about 
it that indeed is an outstanding example of courtesy.

Printing of City Legals By 
Councilman Explained 


A few people during the last year have personally ques- 
tioned us about the right of a city councilman to publish city 
legals in his newspaper. And now comes, in an envelope, a 
newspaper clipping about the recent indictment of a Los An- 
geles school board member on charges’of “voting for public 
contracts to firms in which he had a personal interest.” Ap- 
parently, there are others concerned about the situation and 
we, therefore, make a public explanation. 

As to the right of a councilman-publisher printing city le- 
gals there is no question. Through the years it has been an 
accepted practice in cities up and down the state. Legally, 
it has been approved by private and public attorneys, includ- 
ing counsel for the California League of Municipalities. 

That is, it is legal when there is only one legally-consti- 
tuted newspaper within a city. Municipal legal notices must 
be published within the city and so under the circumstances 
City of Upland legal notices must be published in The Upland 
News. 

Incidentally, a “legal rate” is set from time to time by the 
county board of supervisors—and the rate charged the city 
by The News is below the established rate. Also, incident- 
ally, The Herald Printing Co., under the same ownership as 
The News, formerly served the city but that was discontinued 


following the 1950 city election.
